Claims 22, 24-29, 32, 33 and 37-40 are allowed. It is noted that the amendment 
to claim 24 was needed since there was no antecedent basis for "the second roller 
mount"; the amendments to claims 25 and 27 were needed since claim 37 recites a 
"supply member" (see line 5) as opposed to a "supply tube"; the dependency of claim 28 
had to be changed to provide an antecedent basis for "the second roller" defined in 
claim 29 and, further in regard to claim 28, "the shield" was changed to "a shield" since 
there was no antecedent basis for "the shield" and the dependency of claim 33 had to 
be changed to provide an antecedent basis for "the second roller" defined on line 2 
thereof.
